Senior  Studies  promote  individualism 


For  the  seniors  this  year,  the  religion  series,  taught 
by  Father  Patrick  Harpenau,  is  a  totally  new  concept 
in  Christian  thinking.  Individual  projects,  such  as 
collages,  tape  recordings,  movies,  and  essays,  express 
the  students'  personal  views  of  religion. 

The  senior  English  class,  instructed  by  Mrs.  Phyllis 
Dunn,  delves  into  the  history  of  literature.  Creative 
writing  is  particularly  stressed  in  fourth  year  English. 
By  teaching  the  fundamentals  of  good  composition 
and  literature,  Mrs.  Dunn  helps  the  students  thoroughly 
prepare  for  college. 

Large  Group  Instruction  has  proved  especially 
enlightening  to  the  government  students,  under  the 
guidance  of  Mr.  Ricardo  Mendez.

The  officers  at- 
tended meetings  held  at  the  Indianapolis  Red  Cross 
Chapter  House. 

This  year's  Catholic  Student  Mission  Crusade  has 
been  involved  in  making  paper  mache  toys  for  under- 
privileged children.  Food,  clothing,  and  games  were 
also  given  to  the  poor  families.  During  the  summer  the 
CSMC  Golden  Jubilee  Convention  was  held  at  Notre 
Dame.  The  group  heard  lectures  on  how  to  improve 
their  club,  and  have  incorporated  new  ideas  into  their 
organization.

This  year,  the  state-ranked  Trojans  ran  up  the 
staggering  total  of  398  points  while  limiting  their 
opponents  to  just  26.  With  the  outstanding  support  of 
the  student  body  behind  them,  the  Trojan  team  allowed 
no  opponent  to  come  closer  than  27  points. 

During  this  outstanding  season,  such  records  were 
set  as:  the  longest  run  from  scrimmage— 83  yards  by 
fullback  Tom  Veza  against  Kennedy;  and  longest  run 
with  a  blocked  punt— 14  yards  by  junior  John  Per- 
singer  against  Board  Ripple.
